WASHINGTON - President Donald Trump 
signed a sweeping tax overhaul Friday that 
will slash corporate and individual tax rates, 
calling it a “bill for the middle class and a bill 
for jobs,’ and was enthusiastic about the 
prospects of more legislative victories next 
year. 

Trump challenged Democrats to work with 
him to secure infrastructure funding next 
year, after his first major legislative win 
passed Congress along party lines. 

“The Democrats very much regret it. They 
wanted to be a part of it,” Trump said of his 
political win. “But I really do believe we're go- 
ing to have a lot of bipartisan work done. I real- 
ly believe infrastructure can be bipartisan.” 

Trump also signed a bill to keep the govern- 
ment funded until mid-January — which he 
dubbed a “missile defense bill” — and ap- 
peared buoyant hours before leaving for Mar- 
a-Lago, his private Florida club, for the holi- 
days.
